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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH 
COMMITTEE. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1925. 

As  intimated  in  the  Ministry’s  Circular  540,  of  the  18th  December,  1924, 
this  Report  is  in  the  nature  of  a Survey  Report,  and  is  intended  to  indicate 
the  progress  made  in  the  area  during  the  preceding  five  years  in  the  improve- 
ment of  public  health,  and  the  extent  and  character  of  the  changes  made 
during  that  period  in  the  public  health  services  of  the  area. 

Vital  Statistics. 

There  was  a very  slight  increase  in  the  Birth-rate  compared  with 
the  previous  year,  viz.  : — 17.3  per  1,000,  as  against  16.9.  For  England  and 
Wales  the  figure  returned  was  18.3,  whilst  for  the  105  County  Boroughs  and 
Great  Towns,  it  stands  at  18.8.  So  that  comparatively  speaking  the  local 
Birth-rate  may  be  regarded  as  below  the  average,  even  when  compared  year 
by  year.  Five  years  ago  the  Borough  Birth-rate  was  24.2  per  1,000,  or  6.9 
higher  than  the  present  rate,  whilst  in  1915  it  proved  to  be  26.2  per  1,000,  or 
8.9  per  1,000  in  advance  of  the  year  1925. 

The  Death-rate  worked  out  at  11.6  per  1,000,  or  0.4  below  last  year. 
This  rate  remains  more  or  less  stationary,  any  material  increase  being  chiefly 
due  to  epidemics,  which,  fortunately,  the  Borough  escaped  during  the  year. 
This  rate,  also,  is  below  that  of  England  and  Wales  and  the  105  Great  Towns, 
which  is  returned  at  12.2  per  1,000. 

The  Zymotic  diseases,  or  chief  fevers  such  as  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Whooping-Cough,  and  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  shows 
a slightly  higher  Death-rate  than  for  the  past  five  years,  due  principally 
to  the  prevalence  of  Measles  amongst  young  children.  Compared  with  the 
previous  year  there  was  an  all-round  increase  in  deaths  from  these  causes, 
with  the  exception  of  Whooping-cough  and  Diarrhoea,  which,  primarily, 
did  not  claim  any  victims.  The  figures  are  as  follows  : — 1925,  0.381  ; 1924, 
0.215  ; 1923,  0.317  ; 1922,  0.372  ; 1921,  0.632. 
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It  is  pleasing  to  report  a further  decrease  in  the  death-rate  from 
Phthisis.  Slowly,  but  surely,  medical  science  is  gaining  the  supremacy  in 
dealing  with  this  disease.  During  the  last  five  years  the  mortality  has 
been  reduced  by  about  one-half  in  the  Borough.  Details  of  the  work  being 
carried  out  to  combat  this  condition  are  included  in  this  Report,  and  there 
is  little  doubt  that  constant  supervision  of  tuberculous  patients,  together 
with  the  treatment  afforded  to  suitable  cases,  is  having  its  effect  as  the  years 
go  by. 

As  regards  Cancer  one  cannot,  unfortunately,  be  so  sanguine.  The 
death-rate  from  this  cause  is  gradually  increasing,  probably  in  some  measure 
due  to  more  exact  modern  methods  of  diagnosis. 

The  deaths  from  Bronchitis  were  rather  less  than  last  year,  as  also 
were  those  from  Pneumonia,  but,  taken  over  the  five  years  period,  these, 
together  with  other  chief  causes  of  mortality,  were  about  normal. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  was  the  lowest  in  the  history  of  the  Borough, 
viz.  : — 65.2  per  1,000.  Following  on  the  splendid  achievement  of  last  year, 
when  the  previous  record  was  established,  it  may  not  be  unwise  to  suggest 
that  the  educational  work  carried  on  amongst  the  mothers  through  the  medium 
of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  during  recent  years  is  bearing 
fruit.  As  this  is  a most  important  part  of  the  public  health  service,  it  may 
be  interesting  to  observe  the  progress  over  a period  of  25  years  as  regards 
the  saving  of  child  life,  as  indicated  in  the  following  table  : —

Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  diseases  were  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  fortunately, 
however,  without  undue  fatal  consequences.  The  number  of  notifications 
were  greatly  in  advance  of  the  numbers  during  the  past  four  years,  as  shown 
by  the  following  statement : — 

1925,  428  ; 1924,  194  ; 1923,  259  ; 1922,  361  ; 1921,  315. 

Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Erysipelas,  and  Pneumonia  each  showed  sub- 
stantial increases.  There  were,  however,  only  19  deaths  from  these  causes 
during  the  year.  209  cases  were  removed  to  Devonshire  Road  Hospital 
for  nursing  and  attention  by  your  Hospital  staff. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work. 

Centres. — Excellent  work  continues  to  be  done  at  these  Centres,  of 
which  there  are  now  six,  an  additional  Centre  having  been  opened  at  Haw- 
coat  in  J une  last.  A good  attendance  is  being  maintained  at  each  Centre, 
and  the  increasing  number  of  expectant  mothers  who  attend  for  advice 
and  instruction  constitutes  a very  important  aspect  of  the  work.  The  influence 
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of  the  instruction  imparted  at  these  gatherings  on  infant  mortality  has 
already  been  referred  to  under  that  heading.  It  may  be  observed,  however, 
that  the  total  number  of  infant  deaths  for  1925,  viz.  : — 83,  was  only  7 in 
excess  of  the  number  which  died  within  one  month  of  birth  during  1921. 
The  decline  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  last  five  years  bears 
eloquent  testimony  to  the  good  work  which  is  being  done,  viz.  : — 

1921,  151;  1922,  131;  1923,  123;  1924,  91;  1925,  83. 

The  numbers  of  infants  dying  from  such  causes  as  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia, 
Atrophy,  and  even  Prematurity,  has  now  been  reduced  by  half  compared 
with  five  years  ago,  which  indicates,  undoubtedly,  that  the  knowledge  gained 
at  the  Welfares  is  being  assimilated. 

Maternity  Home. — 31  more  patients  were  admitted  during  the 
year  than  in  1924.  Since  its  establishment  in  August,  1921,  the  Home  has 
done  useful  service.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  facilities  provided  will 
be  still  more  extensively  used. 

Midwives. — The  work  done  by  the  midwives  of  the  Borough  during 
the  year  has  been  satisfactory,  no  case  of  irregularity  being  reported.  Period- 
ical visits  of  inspection  are  made  by  your  Officers  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
the  records  and  outfits  of  mid  wives.  The  number  of  occasions  on  which 
midwives  issued  official  forms  calling  in  the  assistance  of  General  Medical 
Practitioners  was  again  in  advance  of  previous  years,  but  it  is  possible  that  this 
necessity  may  be  due  to  the  adverse  economic  conditions  through  which 
the  town  has  been  passing  in  recent  years,  and  their  effect  on  the  stamina 
of  expectant  mothers. 

Notification  of  Births. — There  were  signs  of  a slight  improvement 
in  the  notification  of  births.  Efforts  have  been  extended  from  time  to  time 
to  ensure  prompt  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  all  births. 
In  order,  however,  that  un-notified  births  should  receive  the  attention  of 
the  Health  Visitors,  a register,  compiled  after  reference  to  the  local  Registrar’s 
weekly  list,  was  kept,  usual  visits  following  each  case.  224  such  visits  were 
paid  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  visits  (including  re-visits)  paid 
by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year  in  connection  with  notification  was 
6,792,  and  also  211  ante-natal  visits. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Valuable  work  continues  to  be  done  in  this  department.  The  atten- 
dances made  by  patients  on  the  registers  were  very  satisfactory  compared 
with  former  years. 

Tuberculosis. 

Reference  to  the  section  on  Tuberculosis  in  this  Report  shows  that 
the  Borough  Council  is  fully  alive  as  regards  the  menace  to  the  health  of 
the  community  this  disease  undoubtedly  is,  and  results  prove  they  are  dealing 
with  the  problem  very  efficiently. 
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Sanitation. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  Staff  have  performed  useful  service 
during  the  year  in  carrying  out  measures  for  the  prevention  and  control  of 
infectious  diseases,  2,341  defects  having  been  dealt  with,  13,626  visits  of 
inspections  being  made,  and  299  dwellinghouses  disinfected.  Necessary 
inspections  under  the  Factories  and  Workshops  Act,  Port  Sanitary  Regula- 
tions, Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  and  Circular  No.  120  with  reference 
to  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  Theatres,  Music  Halls,  etc.,  were  made,  and 
suitable  action  taken  when  found  necessary. 

Food  and  Drugs. 

The  work  of  official  sampling  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  was  given 
due  attention,  special  watch  being  kept  for  any  new  article  of  food-stuff 
offered  or  exposed  for  sale. 

Diseases  of  Animals,  &c. 

The  work  of  killing  and  dressing  of  animals  intended  for  the  food  of 
man  has  been  carefully  supervised  during  the  year.  Regular  inspections 
were  made  of  Markets  and  Butchers’  Shops.  All  Cattle  Markets  were 
attended  for  the  purpose  of  observing  the  quality  and  condition  of  the 
animals  exposed  for  sale.  Necessary  inspections  under  the  Public  Health 
(Meat)  Regulations,  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order,  and  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  were  duly  carried  out. 

Further  details  of  the  Public  Health  services  referred  to  above  may 
be  found  in  the  accompanying  Statements  and  Reports. 

Full  particulars  of  the  School  Medical  Service  of  the  Borough  may  be 
found  in  my  Report — which  is  printed  separately — as  School  Medical  Officer. 

I may  add  that  during  the  five  years  now  under  review,  excellent 
work  has  been  accomplished,  and  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  very 
satisfactory,  no  serious  epidemics  of  any  kind  having  occurred.  As  each 
new  departure  has  been  decided  upon,  or  the  extension  of  existing  services, 
the  work  has  been  immediately  put  in  hand  and  given  due  attention,  and 
results  recorded. 

I tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Staff,  as  well  as  the 
Matrons  and  Nurses  of  the  Fever  Hospital  and  Maternity  Home,  for  their 
loyal  service,  by  which  means  the  various  schemes  of  the  Local  Authority 
for  the  prevention  and  control  of  infectious  diseases,  and  for  the  benefit 
of  the  public  generally,  have  been  successfully  carried  out  during  the  year.

The  County  Borough  of  Barrow-in-Furness  is  situated  on  the  Southern 
extremity  of  the  Peninsula  of  Furness,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  North  by  the  Dalton-in-Furness  Urban  District,  on  the 
East  and  South  by  Morecambe  Bay,  and  on  the  West  by  the  Irish  Sea. 

In  1871  the  population  was  18,911.  At  the  1911  Census  the  number 
had  increased  to  63,770,  and  in  1921,  to  74,254. 

The  main  industries  are  the  Naval  Construction,  Shipbuilding,  and 
Engineering  Works  of  Messrs.  Vickers  Limited  ; the  Barrow  Hematite  Steel 
Company ; and  the  Barrow  Paper  Mills  Ltd.  A limited  number  of  girls  are 
employed  at  the  latter  works. 

The  sub-soil  of  the  greater  part  of  the  central  part  of  the  town  is 
boulder  clay,  which  has  been  largely  utilized  for  brick-making  ; whilst  that 
of  the  outlying  portion  to  the  North-East,  extending  in  that  direction  from 
the  foot  of  East  Mount,  is  principally  red-drift,  derived  from  the  denudation 
of  red  sandstone,  with  inter-bedded  water-logged  sand  in  places.  There 
is  a small  area  extending  from  St.  George’s  Church  northward  as  far  as 
Greengate  Street,  which  is  sandy,  and  lower  down  towards  Salthouse  the 
strata  is  soapy  clay  mixed  with  sand,  apparently  an  old  foreshore. 

Barrow  Island  and  Vickerstown  are  both  on  boulder  clay. 

SEWERAGE  SYSTEM  OF  THE  BOROUGH. 

Of  a total  of  22,324,723  acres  comprising  the  area  of  the  Borough, 
only  11,002  are  land,  the  remainder  being  sand  and  water.  Of  the  11,002 
there  are  about  640  acres  in  the  centre  of  the  town  which  is  drained  on  the 
duplicate  system.  The  sewage  from  this  district  joins  the  main  outfall 
sewer  for  the  Borough,  and  discharges  into  Walney  Channel  about  a mile 
to  the  south  of  Cavendish  Dock.  The  remainder  of  the  Borough  is  drained 
on  the  single  or  combined  system,  and  the  outfalls,  which  are  numerous, 
discharge  into  Walney  Channel  at  various  points  over  a distance  of  about 
eight  miles.  The  chief  outfall  of  the  Borough,  however,  is  the  one  men- 
tioned to  the  South  of  Cavendish  Dock. 

The  general  contour  of  the  land  within  the  Borough,  and  the  position 
of  the  buildings  are  such  that  Walney  Channel  forms  the  natural  outlet 
for  the  whole  sewage  of  the  Borough.  The  whole  of  the  Borough  is  com- 
paratively low  lying,  the  highest  altitudes  being  267  feet  A.O.D.  at  Yarlside, 
and  275  A.O.D.  at  Hawcoat,  while  there  are  districts,  such  as  Salthouse, 
where  the  general  level  is  only  about  16  feet  A.O.D.,  and  from  this  latter  dis- 
trict it  is  necessary  to  pump  the  sewage. 
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A pumping  station  is  provided  to  deal  with  the  low-lying  district, 
capable  of  dealing  with  8,500  gallons  of  sewage  per  minute. 

The  sewage  of  the  Borough  is  almost  entirely  a domestic  one,  the 
only  admixture  of  trade  effluents  of  any  moment  being  those  of  the  Breweries 
and  Gas  Works.  There  is  a considerable  quantity  of  trade  effluent  from 
the  Paper  Pulp  Works  at  Salthouse.  This,  however,  is  not  passed  into 
the  sewers,  but  finds  entry  in  the  Walney  Channel  by  means  of  the  Abbey 
Beck. 

Barrow  is  fortunate  in  having  the  Walney  Channel  as  an  outfall  for 
its  sewage.  The  reasons  for  this  may  be  stated  briefly  as  follows  : — 

The  volume  of  water  in  the  Channel  is  a very  considerable  one,  and 
it  is  continually  in  motion,  with  the  exception,  perhaps,  of  one  in  twelve, 
the  range  for  a spring  tide  being  as  much  as  28  feet,  and  for  a neap  tide  14 
feet.  There  is  a considerable  scour  both  during  ebb  and  flood,  which  tends 
to  keep  the  Channel  sweet  and  clean,  and  carry  all  deleterious  matter  away 
to  sea  very  quickly. 

The  amount  of  crude  sewage,  i.e.,  sewage  separate  from  surface  water, 
is  about  106,800  gallons  per  24  hours  in  dry  weather. 

From  bacteriological  examinations  which  have  been  made  by  the 
Lancashire  and  Western  Sea  Fisheries  Committee,  of  water  taken  from  the 
Walney  Channel,  the  following  figures  have  been  obtained  : —

The  whole  of  the  sewage  of  the  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  that 
from  the  two  model  villages — Vickerstown  North  and  South — on  Walney 
Island,  is  discharged  into  the  Channel  in  a crude  state.  That  from  Vickers- 
town North  and  South  is  first  of  all  liquified  in  septic  tanks  before  being  dis- 
charged ; there  has  been  no  complaint  of  any  nuisance  from  the  discharge 
of  sewage  into  the  Walney  Channel.

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HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  infectious  diseases  hospital  is  situated  in 
Devonshire  Road,  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough,  and  consists  of  two 
pavilions  with  accommodation  for  35  beds.  Further  accommodation  for 
8 cases  of  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague  which  might  arrive  at  the  Port 
from  overseas  is  provided. 

Tuberculosis. — There  is  temporary  accommodation  for  11  cases  of 
advanced  Tuberculosis  at  the  Devonshire  Road  Hospital. 

Smallpox. — 16  cases  of  Smallpox  can  be  accommodated  at  Raikesmoor 
Isolation  Hospital. 

AMBULANCE  PROVISION. 

Infectious  Diseases. — Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  removed  to 
Hospital  by  means  of  horse  ambulance.  The  vehicle  is  kept  at  the  Cor- 
poration Store  Yard,  and  horses  are  hired  from  a local  contractor.  The 
removals  are  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Staff. 

Accidents,  &c. — For  general  accident  cases  a motor  ambulance  is 
available,  the  same  being  garaged  at  the  Borough  Fire  Station.  In  cases 
of  illnesses  requiring  operation,  the  ambulance  may  be  secured  by  rate- 
payers of  the  Borough  for  the  removal  of  patients  to  Hospital  at  a charge 
of  2/6  per  removal.

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

5 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during  the  year, 
all  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners,  giving  an  incidence  rate  of  3.92  per 
1,000  births.  One  case  was  treated  in  the  North  Lonsdale  Hospital,  and 
the  remaining  cases  at  home,  the  latter  cases  being  kept  under  observation 
by  the  Health  Visitors,  who  assisted  in  carrying  out  the  treatment  ordered 
by  the  Medical  Practitioners  attending  the  cases.  There  were  no  deaths, 
complete  recovery  being  recorded  in  each  case.

SUPPLY  OF  MILK  TO  EXPECTANT  AND  NURSING  MOTHERS 

AND  CHILDREN. 

1,758  orders  were  issued  during  the  year  under  the  above  scheme. 
It  is  regrettable  to  have  to  report  that  the  adverse  industrial  conditions 
existing  in  the  Borough  have  resulted  in  an  increase  of  187  orders  on  the 
number  issued  during  the  preceding  year,  but,  having  regard  to  the  low 
infant  mortality  rate  of  the  Borough,  the  scheme  is  undoubtedly  justified, 
and  is  performing  a useful  function.  New  applications  are  considered  weekly, 
and  grants  are  reviewed,  as  a rule,  monthly  (at  latest)  by  the  Milk  Supply 
Sub-Committee.  The  cost  of  the  milk  was,  approximately,  ^485,  for  the 
year  1925. 
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“RISEDALE”  MATERNITY  HOME. 

This  Home,  opened  by  the  Council  on  18th  August,  1921,  is  situated 
in  the  residential  part  of  the  Borough.  There  is  accommodation  for  eleven 
cases.  Fees  are  charged  according  to  a scale  of  income.  Patients  arrange 
privately  for  medical  attendance  during  confinement ; but  in  cases  of 
emergency  where  no  arrangements  have  been  made,  patients  have  their  choice 
of  Doctor,  and  charges  are  recoverable  under  the  provisions  of  the  Midwives 
Act,  1918.  The  Home  is  in  charge  of  Miss  H.  Pirie  (who  is  fully  trained,  and 
possesses  the  Certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board),  and  a staff  of 
qualified  Nurses.

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Facilities  for  obtaining  poisons,  free  of  charge,  for  rat  destruction  in 
the  Borough,  are  granted  by  the  Council.  During  the  year,  136  packets  of 
" Rat  Quit  ” (Barium  Carbonate),  equivalent  to  4,080  baits,  together  with 
small  quantities  of  other  preparations,  have  been  distributed  to  some  50 
applicants.  Again  1 have  to  report  that  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtain- 
ing reports  as  to  the  manner  of  distribution  and  the  affect  of  the  baits,  but 
the  few  reports  received  were  satisfactory. 

All  information  and  assistance  have  been  given  to  applicants  to  rid 
their  premises  of  invasions ; and,  in  this  respect,  the  co-operation  of  the

Extra  precautions  were  taken  with  regard  to  all  ships  arriving  from 
Russian  Ports. 

It  was  found  unnecessary  to  subject  any  vessels  arriving  at  the  Port 
to  measures  of  Rat  Destruction  (see  remarks  under  Form  B). 

SHELLFISH  LAYINGS. 

It  was  not  found  necessary,  during  the  year,  to  take  any  action  under 
the  Public  Health  (Shellfish)  Regulations,  1915,  no  complaints  of  contamina- 
tion having  been  received.  Layings  are  to  be  found  round  the  coast,  chiefly 
at  Piel  and  Rampside,  and  at  points  in  the  Walney  Channel  known  as  Head 
Scar  and  Scarth-hole.  The  latter,  however,  lies  just  outside  the  Borough 
boundary.  The  Walney  Channel  and  Rampside  public  layings,  are  liable 
to  sewage  contamination,  but,  after  the  last  complaints  in  1918,  prohibition 
notices  were  posted  by  the  Council,  and  no  further  complaints  have  been 
received.  The  Council  have  secured  the  co-operation  of  the  representatives 
of  the  Lancashire  and  Western  Sea  Fisheries,  whose  laboratories  are  at  Piel 
Island,  within  the  Borough,  with  a view  to  the  treatment  of  the  Head  Scar 
mussels  by  means  of  cleansing,  transplanting,  etc.,  and  otherwise  rendering 
them  safe  for  human  consumption.

The  work  done  in  connection  with  this  section  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  shewn  in  the  attached  tables.  Careful  watch  was  kept  for 
any  new  food  products.  Informal  samples  were  taken  for  analysis,  and 
this  was  followed  up  by  formal  samples  if  anything  deleterious  was  found 
The  following  is  a summary  of  the  results  of  analysis  and  subsequent  action  : — 

New  Milk — 

Of  the  133  samples  of  New  Milk  analysed,  25  were  reported  to  be 
adulterated  or  below  the  standard  of  3 per  cent,  for  Fatty  Solids, 
fixed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  namely  : — 

One  formal  sample  was  reported  to  be  deprived  of  93%  of  its  milk 
fat.  The  vendor  stated  that  the  sample  was  " skimmed  milk  ” 
during  purchase,  served  from  unlabelled  churn. 

One  formal  sample  reported  to  be  deprived  of  83%  of  its  milk  fat 
was  taken  at  the  place  of  delivery,  namely,  L.M.S.  Railway 
Station  from  an  unlabelled  churn.  Consigned  as  “ Skimmed 
Milk  ” to  Consignee. 

One  informal  sample  was  deprived  of  66%  of  its  milk  fat.  Formal 
samples  taken  from  same  source  at  the  place  of  delivery  proved 
genuine. 

One  formal  sample  was  reported  to  be  deprived  of  18%  of  its  milk 
fat.  Information  for  prosecution  was  laid  in  this  instance,  the 
case  being  dismissed. 

Eleven  formal  samples  were  reported  to  be  deficient  in  fatty  solids 
in  varying  amounts  from  6%  to  13%.  The  explanation  in  each 
case  was  satisfactory,  the  vendor  being  cautioned. 

Two  informal  samples  were  reported  to  contain  23%  and  12%  of 
added  water.  One  formal  sample  from  the  same  source  was 
deprived  of  9%  of  its  milk  fat,  and  was  deficient  in  non-fatty 
solids,  and  another  formal  sample  was  slightly  watered.  A 
further  formal  sample  was  reported  to  contain  3%  of  water  added 
to  milk  which  had  been  deprived  of  6%  of  its  milk  fat.  Informa- 
tion for  prosecution  was  laid  in  the  latter  instance,  the  case 
being  dismissed. 
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Two  formal  samples  taken  from  the  same  source  contained  3% 
and  5%  of  added  water.  “ Appeal  to  the  Cow  ” samples  were 
forwarded  for  analysis,  and  these  proved  that  one  cow  was  giving 
a very  poor  quality  of  milk,  which  accounted  for  the  deficiency 
in  non-fatty  solids. 

Three  formal  samples  were  reported  to  be  slightly  watered.  The 
vendor  in  each  case  was  cautioned. 

Bun  Flour — 

One  informal  sample  was  reported  to  be  useless  as  a baking  powder, 
and  unfit  for  food,  owing  to  the  excessive  quantity  of  mineral 
matter  which  it  contained.  The  whole  of  the  stock,  namely 
24  packets,  was  surrendered  by  the  vendor  and  destroyed. 

Shredded  Suet — 

Two  informal  samples  were  reported  to  contain  29.5%  and  21%  of 
rice  flour.  Both  samples  were  sold  as  a mixture  of  refined 
shredded  suet  coated  with  rice  flour. 

Margarine — 

One  formal  sample  was  sold  from  a parcel  which  was  not  labelled 
in  accordance  with  the  Margarine  Act.  The  vendor  was  cautioned.

INCIDENCE. 

During  the  year  34  deaths  were  certified  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
representing  a rate  of  0.462  per  1,000.  The  death-rate  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  was  0.245,  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  form  of  disease  being 
18.  The  death-rate  from  all  forms  was  0.707.

In  addition,  10  other  cases  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  otherwise  than  by  notification  on  “ Form  A ” or  “ Form  B,” 
and  3 children  were  notified  on  “ Form  B.” 


Thus  it  would  appear  that  whilst  the  number  of  notifications  varies 
very  little  from  year  to  year,  the  death-rate  is  being  considerably  reduced, 
pointing  to  the  fact  that  excellent  educational  work  is  being  accomplished 
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within  the  Borough  in  the  treatment  of  the  disease,,  although  the  problem 
of  its  cause  still  remains  to  be  dealt  with,  so  far  as  preventive  measures  on 
the  part  of  the  public  is  concerned.

TREATMENT. 

The  machinery  already  established  by  the  Borough  Council  has  been 
utilised  as  fully  as  needs  demanded  As  indicated  in  previous  reports,  the 
scheme  consists  briefly  of  (1)  A clearing-house  known  as  the  Corporation 
Dispensary,  situated  at  64,  School  Street,  where  patients  are  interviewed, 
examined,  and  sorted  out ; and  (2)  The  various  institutions  to  which  they 
can  be  sent  if  found  suitable. 
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THE  DISPENSARY. 

This  is  open  from  10  to  12  a.m.  for  men  on  Mondays,  and  women  on 
Wednesdays.  War  pensioners  and  children  attend  Thursday  and  Friday 
mornings,  respectively.  Clinical  records,  and  progress  reports  from  institu- 
tions are  kept  there  for  reference,  and  physical  and  pathological  examinations 
made. 

Patients  are  referred  for  examination  and  observation  from  the  Local 
War  Pensions  Office,  Poor  Law  Authority,  School  Medical  Officers, 
as  well  as  from  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  town.  They  are  introduced, 
in  the  first  instance,  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse,  who  is  responsible  for  the 
weights  and  other  records.

Co-operation. — Excellent  relations  are  maintained  between  the 
General  Medical  Practitioners  and  your  Medical  Staff,  making  consultations 
frequent  and  helpful  for  all  concerned.

Register  on  the  31st  December  was  123,  and  the  number  under  Domiciliary 
Treatment  was  21.  92  Forms  G.P.  36  (quarterly  reports  on  the  progress  of 

domiciliary  patients)  were  received  from  Medical  Practitioners  during  the 
year. 


INSTITUTIONAL  TREATMENT. 


Suitable  treatment  is  provided  for  early  pulmonary  cases  and  some 
chronic  pulmonary  cases  who  have  suffered  a slight  relapse.  The  treatment 
administered  is  air,  good  food,  and  graduated  exercise,  alternating  with  rest. 
A minimum  of  three  months  is  considered  necessary.  The  16  beds  (1 1 for  men 
and  5 for  women)  reserved  by  the  Borough  Council  at  the  Lancashire  County 
Sanatorium  at  High  Carley,  near  Ulverston,  are  always  occupied. 

38  individual  patients  were  receiving  treatment  at  various  Institu- 
tions on  January  1st,  1925  ; 89  others  were  admitted  during  the  year  ; 73 
were  discharged  ; 1 1 died  whilst  undergoing  treatment,  and  there  were 

43  in  Institutions  at  the  end  of  the  year.

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 


All  patients  sent  to  High  Carley  requiring  dental  treatment  receive 
the  necessary  attention  at  the  Sanatorium  as  part  of  the  general  treatment. 
Other  cases  have  been  dealt  with  at  the  discretion  of  the  Health  Committee, 
whilst  other  patients  have  received  this  benefit  from  their  Approved  Societies. 
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CLOTHING. 

To  enable  patients  to  undertake  and  benefit  by  Sanatorium  treatment, 
certain  articles  of  clothing  were  provided  in  19  cases. 

X-RAY  DIAGNOSIS. 

7 patients  with  bone  disease  were  X-Rayed  at  the  North  Lonsdale 
Hospital. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  DIAGNOSIS. 

216  specimens  of  sputa  were  submitted,  of  which  40  proved  positive. 

EXTRA  NOURISHMENT. 

Milk — 69  individual  patients  were  allowed  the  grant  of  one  quart  of 
milk  per  day,  and  383  renewals  were  made,  the  milk  being  granted  for  a 
period  of  one  month  in  each  case. 

Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Malt. — 1,188  lbs.  were  provided  for  non-insured 
persons  free,  and  84  lbs.  at  cost  price. 

AFTER  CARE. 

The  voluntary  Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee  established  during 
the  preceding  year  under  the  direction  of  the  Health  Committee  and  of  public 
and  other  bodies,  held  regular  monthly  meetings  during  the  year,  to  consider 
the  needs  of  cases  submitted,  means  of  dealing  with  them,  and  the  raising 
of  funds.

In  many  other  instances  the  Committee  were  successful  in  either 
obtaining  suitable  employment,  or  putting  the  applicant  in  touch  with  other 
Societies  or  organisations — particularly  in  the  case  of  Ex-Servicemen  and 
their  dependents  with  the  local  branches  of  the  British  Legion  and  the  United 
Services  Fund — where  their  cases  were  given  careful  consideration,  and 
their  needs  as  far  as  possible  met. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  the  Committee  organised  a Gala  in  the  Public 
Park  for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  their  fund,  and  the  financial  result  was 
most  satisfactory. 
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AFFER  CARE  (SURGICAL)  OF  CRIPPLED  CHILDREN. 

The  periodical  examination  of  children  who  have  been  treated  for 
surgical  Tuberculosis  is  carried  out  by  the  Staff  of  the  Ethel  Hedley  Hospital, 
Windermere.  It  has  now  been  arranged  that  instead  of  the  children  having 
to  travel  to  either  Ulverston  or  Dalton,  those  requiring  attention  shall  attend 
monthly  at  a Clinic  established  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  School  Street, 
when  old  plasters  are  renewed,  and  adjustments  to  apparatus  are  carried  out. 
29  children  made  89  attendances  at  this  Clinic.  Recent  cases  discharged  from 
the  Hospital  are  taken  to  Windermere  for  examination  by  the  Visiting  Spec- 
ialists, and  to  have  X-Ray  photographs  done  from  time  to  time,  15  patients 
paying  20  visits. 

This  should  be  regarded  as  a very  important  part  of  the  scheme  for 
the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  as,  with  the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  parent.

I beg  to  present  this,  my  Annual  Report  as  Inspector  of  Meat 
and  Veterinary  Inspector,  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1925. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  quality  of  all  the  Meat  examined  during  the  year  has  been  well 
up  to  the  average.

There  are  no  private  Slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough,  all  slaughtering 
taking  place  in  the  Public  Slaughterhouses,  the  property  of  the  Corporation, 
under  the  management  of  a Superintendent.  All  Tripe  Dressing  and  Gut 
Scraping  is  conducted  in  specially  provided  sheds  in  the  grounds  of  the  Public 
Slaughterhouses. 

MARKETS  AND  BUTCHERS’  SHOPS. 

The  meat  exposed  weekly  in  the  Markets  has  been  regularly  examined, 
and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  Butchers’  Shops  have  been  frequently 
inspected,  and  their  cleanliness  and  sanitary  condition  found  to  be  good. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924,  numerous  inspec- 
tions have  been  made  of  Stalls,  Shops,  etc.  The  Cold  Storage  Company’s 
premises  have  also  been  regularly  visited.  The  conditions  of  all  vehicles 
and  wrappings  for  covering  meat  have  been  continually  observed.  Fuller 
particulars  in  regard  to  the  number  of  visits  made  under  the  Regulations 
will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

No  applications  have  been  received  for  the  marking  of  meat. 

No  difficulty  has  occurred  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  Regulations, 
as  I find  that  all  who  come  under  the  Regulations,  whether  they  are  Limited 
Companies  or  individuals,  are  only  too  willing  to  carry  out  any  suggestions 
made  to  prevent  contamination. 
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CATTLE  MARKET. 

At  the  weekly  cattle  market  the  quality  and  condition  of  the  animals 
exposed  for  sale  has  been  good,  with  the  exception  of  calves,  which  have  on  the 
whole  been  poor.

THE  MILK  DAIRIES  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT'  1915,  THE  MILK 
AND  DAIRIES  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1922,  AND  THE  DAIRIES, 
COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDER. 

The  Milkshops  and  Dairies  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  in  most 
cases  the  conditions  under  which  the  trade  is  carried  on  has  been  quite  satis- 
factory. 

• The  retailer  of  milk  in  a mixed  shop  is  a source  of  endless  trouble, 
and  requires  constant  supervision  in  regard  to  cleanliness,  etc.  It  would  be 
much  more  satisfactory  if  the  sale  of  milk  from  such  places  were  entirely 


prohibited,  and  milk  sold  only  from  properly  equipped  dairies.

The  refusal  of  the  applications  for  registration  as  Retail  Purveyors 
of  Milk  was  on  the  ground  of  the  premises  being  totally  unsuitable  for  the 
carrying  on  of  the  trade  (e.g.,  Mixed  Shops  selling  Bacon,  Tobacco,  Paraffin, 
Fish,  Fire  Lighters,  Vegetables,  etc.). 

The  removal  of  names  from  the  register  was  due  to  transference  of 
business  and  death. 


COWSHEDS. 

The  Cowsheds  and  Cattle  have  been  regularly  inspected.  The  Cow- 
sheds have  been  found  to  be  in  good  condition  and  clean. 

The  Cattle  have  been  in  good  healthy  condition  with  sound  udders. 
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Several  samples  of  milk  have  been  examined  microscopically  with 
negative  results.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS. 

Two  cases  of  Swine  Fever  involving  20  Pigs,  one  case  of  Parasitic 
Mange,  and  three  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  dealt  with  under  the  various 
Orders  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Sixty-two  enquiries  have  been  made  regarding  suspected  cases  of 
Anthrax,  Parasitic  Mange,  Rabies,  Swine  Fever,  Tuberculosis,  etc.,  with,  in 
each  case,  negative  results.
